It Is felt that in concurring in your budget and individual 
projects, the Division * a policy is that our oonourrence severe 
the policy and operational objectives, to «umre that there are no 
orsseed operations involved, and that the justification Per jour 
budgetary requireasnts is the sole responsibility of the 10 Division. 

2* In a review of your proposed budget# it was revealed that 
there is a certain lack of field eoardimtlon which should be 
eorreoted to avoid crossing operational lines. Sons esanqptloe of 
this are as followei 

a. The use of a FE Japanese agent both by this 
Division and by DTPJXJUH. 

b. The two of a Chinese newspaper in Bangkok 
both by FE and DTPIUA&, 

3. The xncldsnte ^entlonod in paragraph two are not dewed 
overly serious but indicate the need for field coordination to 
facilitate aoooth operations which lead to a professionalise! such 
ae we all desire to sehleve, This can easily be see— pllehed by 
eorreependenec to our field stations* indicating the arete of 
confusion and reoetaoendlng or seen insisting on closer liaison. 

4« In view of the above# 1 would like to reiterate that the 
Far East Division policy Is that our concurrence on an XO Division 
project or budget indicates that the policy and operational objectives 
are concurred in but not the budgetary figure itself* 
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
